Q: Do you have any comment on reports of a Chinese arms supply 
relationship with Iran? 

A: THE CHINESE HAVE A PUBLICLY STATED POLICY OF REMAINING 

NEUTRAL IN THE CONFLICT AND SUPPORTING EARLY CESSATION 

OF THE WAR. WE THINK THAT'S A POLICY THEY OUGHT TO ADHERE 

TO. 

Q. Have you been contact with the Chinese regarding the arms 
sales to Iran? 

A: THEY ARE WELL AWARE OF OUR VIEWS. THE UNITED STATES HAS 
SYSTEMATICALLY URGED THIRD COUNTRIES NOT TO SELL ARMS 
TO IRAN AS THE ONLY EFFECTIVE WAY TO BRING IRAN QUICKLY 
TO ACCEPT MED I AT ION / NEGOTIATION . WE BELIEVE ALL 
COUNTRIES SHOULD WORK FOR THE EARLIEST END TO THE CONFLICT 
WITH THE SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORY OF BOTH SIDES INTACT. 
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
